Country-Cousin Stigma May Plague Navarro

Navarro, Ellis and Limestone counties 


represented in the state senate by a 
slick-talking, fancy-dressed city dude 
who thinks a farm is nothing more than a 
home in the country? Thunderation! 


But like it or not, voters in these three 


counties had better begin now in getting 
accustomed to the idea because, ac- 
cording to some prominent political 
figures in these areas, that's exactly 
what's going to happen. Barring an 
upset of major proportions, that is 
. The probability of such big city- 
oriented situation becoming reality 
arose last week with the release by the 
state's Legislative Redistricting Board 
of the revised state senatorial districts. 
Out of all the give-and-take involved in 


the redistricting came a new district 
that joined the three rural counties with 
an elbow taking in east and south Dallas 
County under the designation Senatorial 
District 9. 


According to 1970 figures the three 


country cousins have a combined 
population of 95,888, compared to 270,000 
in the Dallas County portion. It doepn't 
require the ability of a college 
mathematics major to realize that the 
numerical ability to elect a state senator 
lies in the metropolitan area. 


Assuming that the Dallas voters (from 


parts of Garland and Richardson. 
Clayburg, Sunnyvale, 
Seagoville, 


Duncanville, DeSoto, Lancaster and 
Wilmer-Hutchins) can be encouraged to 
make the trip to the polls in large enough 
numbers, then Navarro, Limestone and 


Ellis face the prospects of in fact 
becoming the poor country cousins. 


"When I first heard about it," said 


District Judge James Sewell of Cor- 
sicana, "I felt like General Custer at the 
Battle of the Little Big Horn when he saw 
all those Indians—we're outnumbered 
by the enemy." 


Sewell was just one of several political 


leaders from the three rural counties 
who earlier this week expressed their 
reactions to the new district and the role 
that the ruralists .will play in its politics. 
As created, District 9 does not have an 
incumbent, leaving the area a wide-open 
invitation to anyone wanting to make the 
jump; due to the sheer weight of num- 
bers in the Dallas County segment, it 
would take an extremely strong effort 
for a rural candidate to win elections,

Texas Youth Council Offers 
Plan To Rebuild State Home

A "master plan" being developed by 


the Texas Youth Council for the Cor- 
sicana State Home calls for rebuilding 
this institution from which between 9,000 
and 
10,000 students have 
been 


graduated, it was revealed here Thur- 
sday by Dr. James A. Turman, TYC 
executive director. 


Dr. Turman spoke to the quarterly 


combined membership and directors 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
Thursday at 10 a.m. and was presented a 
certificate of appreciation from the 
Chamber recognizing his role in the 
outstanding achievement in the growth 
and development of the State Home. 
President Herb Silverberg made the 
presentation acknowledging that though 
only a certificate "it is the least Cor- 
sicana can do to demonstrate Cor- 
sicana's appreciation and the esteem we 
hold for you and men like Superin- 
tendent Jack Anderson." 


"As long as I have anything to do with 


it," Dr. Turman said .recalling several 
years-ago during a political campaign 
there had been a suggestion that the 
institution be closed, "we are not going 
to close it—we are going to rebuild it." 


Dr. Turman related that under the 


master plan eight cottage facilities 
already have been completed, .work is 
under way now on two more slated to be 
finished by next June. 


"It will take about 10 more buildings to 


replace the old buildings we have out 
there. We have buildings out there that 
are dangerous, and we have told the 
Legislature this and the fire marshal. 
And, as soon as possible we are going to 
raze them and replace them." 


As with everyone else, he said money 


is a problem and the Youth Council has 
to get its funds through the state 
legislature to operate and maintain the 
facilities it is responsible for directing. 


Dr. Turman said the State of Texas 


had "long since got its money's worth 
outof the old buildings on campus" and 
the Youth Council continually was 
seeking money to upgrade this in- 
stitution as well as others under its 
administration. He reminded his 
audience there were numerous financial 
problems and controversies in the last 


legislative session ?nd the Council 
received no new appropriation toward 
the building program here, nor in the 
first called session as they had hoped. 


"We are going back at the next session 


and we will be knocking on the 
Legislature's door until we get money to 
complete the building program," he 
assured the Chamber meeting. 


"We intend to build what will appear 


to those passing by as a nice sub-, 
division," he said of the departure from 
the dormitories to cottage facilities 
which resemble private residences "but 
for a large size family." Each cottage is 
designed to accommodate 20 students, 
but he said it is their hope enough 
buildings can be constructed so there 
won't be more than 15 or 16 residents to 
each. This is to allow space to isolate 
youngsters who "may come down with 
the sniffles" so all residents of a unit 
wouldn't be exposed. 


"Most of you know that for many 


years we have operated the State Home 
on limited funds and a lot of dedication," 
he said in revealing a new complication 
brought on by a Supreme Court ruling 
that the Home came under the Fair 
Employment Practices Act for a 40-hour 
work week. 


Where before staff members and 


house parents worked 24 hours a day six 
days a week being foster parents to their 
charges, by application of this new law, 
they can no longer work more than 40 
hours in a.week. This had brought on 
emotional problems for the children and 
the staff. 


Beginning in September, the State 


Home had to increase its staff from 93 to 
145 to accommodate a work schedule of 
three eight hour shifts, Dr. Turman 
brought out. This raised the Home's 
budgeted salaries by 80.4 per cent to 
$342,282 this fiscal year which began 
Sept. 1. During this current year, 
there in the cottages and dorms "to 
wake them up and be with them at 
breakfast and for these same, set of 
parents to be there when they come in 
from school and be with them until they 
go to bed."

and this is what most of the talk was 
about. 


Unlike most of the other rural leaders 


interviewed, however, Sewell refused to 
see the lumping-together in a harsh 
light. 


"...If the (redistricting) committee 


were to use the urban-outward concept, 
it (the urban-dominated district) was 
inevitable," he stated. "I expect our 
community of interests is nearer to 
south Dallas, Ellis and Limestone than 
with, our former district. (Navarro 
County was one of the 13 counties, all of 
about equal size and located in East 
.Texas near the Louisiana border, 
making up the Pineywoods District.) 


"We had no likelihood whatever of 


electing a senator in that district," said 
Sewell, "but now we might elect one 
through an alliance with people in Ellis, 
Limestone and south Dallas." 


State Rep. Jack Hawkins of Groesbeck 


agreed on this point, stating that a_ 
strong 
man 
from 
Ellis 
(48,000 


population) or Navarro (31,000) 
population) would stand a good chance 
in a face-off with a Dallas candidate. 


"That's not a bad part of Dallas 


County to run in," Hawkins said, 
"because a lot of people in those areas 
are from here (the rural areas). They 
probably vote in much the same way as 
people in Navarro County." 


Considered to be a predominately 


middle and lower-middle class voting 
area, the Dallas County area is seen as 
politically sympathetic to many of the 
same issues that concern those in the 
three rural counties. 


But the Big City vs. The Country split 


is too serious to overcome the pont that 
makes election of a rural candidate 
almost impossible, said many of the 
other leaders. 


"They can elect anyone they want to 


run up there," said attorney Joe Cannon 
of Groesbeck, a member of the state 
Democratic executive 
committee. 


"We've nothing in common with those 
people and I don't see much chance of 
anyone (from the rural counties) getting 
elected." 


Carl Cannon, Joe's uncle and law 


partner, agreed, adding that the cost of 
campaigning 
effectively 
in 
the 


metropolitan area would be almost 


prohibitive to a rural candidate. 


The only salvation for a rural can- 


didate, added Joe, would be to appeal to 
the strong labor interests in the Dallas 
area, credentials that are certainly 
lacking among potential candidates in 
Navarro and Limestone; only Ellis 
County manages any high marks in this 
department. 


It is in Ellis County, for that matter, 


that resentment of the association with 
Dallas County and the possibility of a 
candidate coming forward seems 
highest. 


Warwick Jenkins, a Waxahachie at- 


torney, admits that Ellis County is 
probably better off in the new district 
than it was in its old one, a pastiche of 
rural areas that in its makeup resem- 
bled Navarro County's old affiliation. 
But the basic community of interests 
don't exist between the four counties in 
District 9, he maintained, where a 


_ Dallasite could effectively represent the _ 
rural constituents. Jenkins, in fact, was 
the angriest of those polled on the sub- 
ject and could become a force to be 
reckoned with in the future regarding 
the determination of District 9. 


The obvious opinion split on the new 


district, however, is nowhere more 
obvious than in Waxahachie where 
District Judge Bruce Allen says that it's 
a candidate's political stance, not his 
hometown, that will determine if he 
personally will support the man. 


"I don't like to use labels, I seldom 


do," Judge Allen said, "but for the sake 
of simplifying matters, I'm a con- 
servative, an inherent conservative... If 
the man elected to that senate seat 
pleases me in his political outlook- 
meaning, if he's a conservative—then it 
doesn't matter where he's from." 


Allen added that any candidate from 


. one of the rural counties would run for 


the District 9 seat "without any hope of 
winning," so overwhelming is the Dallas 
County edge in votes. 


Looking at the political record of the 


area encompassing the new district, it 
would appear that the redistricting 
board had voters like Judge Allen in 
mind. The new district seems designed 
with the moderate to conservative, 
suburban-style Democrat in mind, an 
idea borne out by a voting record of 


particularly the Dallas County portion. 
Several House members, most of them 
considered conservatives or moderates, 
live in the area and could make a bid for 
the new seat. The area does have a 
surprisingly liberal voting record, as far 
as Texas politics is concerned, but 
several of the political leaders in- 
terviewed this week expressed the 
opinion that the redistricting board, 
sympathetic to and part of the con- 
servative establishment that dominates 
the Democratic party, wouldn't create 
such a district if a conservative couldn't 
win there. 


One conservative who apparently 


thinks he can win there is state Rep. 
Fred Orr of DeSoto, brother of the new 
state Democratic Party chairman, Roy 
Orr. An insurance and investments man 
in DeSotao, the 33-year-old Orr admitted 
Monday that he may seek the seat. 


He is also an unpaid vice-president 


_ and director of a state bank in Red Oak, 


in which he owns a fifth interest, and a 
former member of the DeSoto City 
Commission. 


Gus Mutscher, the recently-indicated 


Speaker of the Texas House, appointed 
.Orr to the powerful Rules Committee 
last session. Admitting to the Dallas 
Morning News that he was close to the 
center of power but "never really a part 
of the team," Orr has back-pedaled from 
Mutscher since near the end of the 
legislative session. 


At the moment, admittedly too early to 


forecast any outcome of the district 
race, Orr is the only apparent candidate. 
Only time will tell if Orr or a candidate 
with similar credentials is pleasing to 
voters in the rural counties that make up 
District 9, but one political leader in the 
area has already fired the first shot. 


"Orr is only another in a long list of 


candidates 
picked by the state 


Democratic executive," said the leader 
who asked to go unnamed. "It's my 
opinion he'd be more responsive to the 
wishes of the party than to his con- 
stituents, which is just another chapter 
in what we've had in estate government 
all along. We've got a chance to elect our 
own man, not the party's hand-picked 
one, and I hope the voters see it that 
way." 


As already pointed out, that's 


something only time will tell and the 
Dallas voters have the big voice now.

cottage though they aren't actually 
working.

"Our current expenditures for this 


fiscal year at the Corsicana State Home 
is $1,294,670," Dr. Turman reported, 
excluding $330,000 being expended 
toward construction of the two newest 
cottage units, or in excess of $1.6 million 
being added to the economy of Cor- 
sicana. 


Dr. Turman said "the empathy bet- 


ween a house parent and a child is very 
important. When a child comes to us, he 
is in a foreign society; it's terrifying 
enough he's been removed from his 
parents, a home and the people he 
knows." Under the old plan, where house 
parents lived in and were on duty around 
the clock like parents in a private home, 
the child developed an attachment for 
the house parent and they in turn 
became very wrapped up in their 
charges. 


Dr. Turman and Superintendent 


Anderson said in order to maintain the 
concept of continuity, work schedules 
had been arranged so house parents are 
there in the cottages and dorms"to wake 
them up and be with'them at breakfast 
and for these same set of parents to be 
there when they come in from school and 
be with them until they go to bed." 
Another set has to work the late night 
schedule, but the house parents the child 
comes to know as "his" are permitted to 
stay overnight in the cottage though tney 
aren't actually. 


Both emphasized that of all the staff 


people students at the home remember 
and regard the highest when they return 
for homecoming celebrations "is the one 
who put them to bed, or gave them a 
bath, or who was there when they got up.

Home is always a part of their life." 


"We certainly 
appreciate 
the 


cooperation we receive from Corsicana, 
the schools and the churches here. We 
hope, before we retire, to get it properly 
landscaped and ,you can be proud of it 
and these facilities for the next 40 
years," Dr. Turman said.

City To Hear Call 
For Bond Election 


City officials were expected at 


Tuesday afternoon's City Commission 
meeting to receive a recommendation 
from the Corsicana Industrial Foun- 
dation it initiate a bond election program 
to provide a larger water line to more 
adequately serve the industrial district 
and which also would open up new land 
for industrial development and improve 
customer service to the residential area 
of Corsicana's east side. 


A delegation from the Foundation, in 


renewing a previous made recom- 
mendation, was expected to remind city 
officials Corsicana had annexed the 
industrial district more than a year ago 
yet the water service and pressure 
requirements still were not up to ex- 
pectations. 


More than a year ago, the city and the 


Foundation jointly had an engineering 
study made by Forrest and 
Cotton 


which recommended construction of a 
large line from Lake Halbert northward 
across to the city's eight inch main on 


Hwy 31 which would "loop" water line 
service increasing both volume and 
pressure not only to the industrial park 
but the eastern residential sections of 
the city. 


City officials also were expected to 


come to a decision on which route it will 
take in financing construction of ad- 
ditions and improvements to the 
disposal plant. Representatives of 
Trinity River Authority were to be in 
attendance for the discussion leading to 
the decision—whether the city will 
contract with TRA to finance im- 
provements and operate the plant, or 
just finance construction with the 
municipality continuing to operate and 
maintaining the treatment facility. 


A Dallas man, Bill Shiels, was advised 


previously the Commission wdftld make 
a definite decision Tuesday an whether 
Corsicana would enter into an 
agriculture lease on Lake Halbert 
shoreline lines to put in a tree farm 
which he seeks.

at Terlingua to determine the 
1971 world's titlist, who in turn 
will cook against the Super Bowl 
winner, either Fowler or Wood, 
in the 1972 Super Bowl. 


The cookoff at Terlingua was 


started in 1967 as a prankish 
promotion for a book by Frank 
Tolbert called "A Bowl of Red"; 
Being the Natural History of Chili 
con Came and Other Native 
Foods of the Southwest." Tolbert 
and Public relations man Tom 
Tierney were the original idea 
men, and in the first or 1967 
cookoff, Wick Fowler and an 
aged pretender to the marque of 
"world's greatest chili cook", H. 
Allen Smith of Mount Kisco, 
N.Y., cooked to a draw. 


From a start as a sort of joke, 


the Terlingua cookoff has grown 
into a national annual festival in 
which such earnest effort is made 
to keep the judging honest, that 
Peter Hurkos, the famous mind 
reader, is on the panel to keep the 
judges honest. 


Besides Fowler and Wood (the 


man who bought London Bridge 
and reconstructed it in Lake 
Havasu, Ariz.) the contestants 
will include Fulton Battise, 
principal chief of the Alabama* 
Coushatta nation of Indians, who 
won the 1971 Texas state cookoff 
at San Marcos in September; 
Mrs. Jerry Fales, the New York 
City cookoff winner, and the 
Manhattan runnerup, George 
Wright; Lum Motlow, the Ten- 
nessee chili champion who is also 
the boss man of the Jack Daniels 


distillery; 
Woodruff 
"Wi'no 


Woody" De Silva, the perennial 
California state chili king; Joe 
DeFrates, Illinois champion who 
finished third at Terlingua last 
year; Steve Riesen of Charlotte, 
N.C., who is coming with a jet 
plane load of supporters, in- 
cluding the. Governor of North 
Carolina; 
Ma 
Unser 
of 


Albuquerque, N.M., who cooks 
superb chili in the auto racing 
course infields for her champion 
driver sons, Bobby and Al Unser. 


Some of the state champions 


have not yet been determined by 
cookoffs in Nevada, Alabama, 
Connecticut, Oklahoma, New 
Mexico, 
Arkansas, 
and 


Louisiana. Also Mexico usually 
sends at least one contestant. 


The judges will include H. Allen 


Smith, BUI Neale (the artist who 
produces the annual contest 
posters), Mayor David A. Witts of 
Terlingua, Mentalist Hurkos, 
Actress Ruta Lee, Carroll Shelby, 
Actor-Movie Producer Mark 
Miller, Enrique Vasquez, and 
Tolbert, the chief judge. 


California Governor Ronald 


Reagan and actor Raymond Burr 
have expressed interest in at- 
tending the cookoff and possibly 
being judges. 


George Wright, chef for Clint 


Murchison's Park Avnue chili 
parlor in New York, will cook, 
dressed in a tall silk hat and tails, 
and will bring his valet. 


Chief Battise, who finished 


second at Terlingua in '70, will 
come in his headdress (given to 
the tribe by President Andrew 
Jackson) and other Indian 
regalia, accompanied by the 
tribal medicine man, Lester 
Battise, and a troupe of girl and 
boy dancers. 


Also, Indian cooks from the 


Ysleta Tigua tribe of El Paso 
area and the Taramaharu nation 
of Mexico are expected. 


The 1969 champion, C. V. Wood, 


will come as far as Marfa in his 
personal jet, accompanied as 
usual by a Dixieland Band and a 
bevy of movie starlets. Mr. Wood 
plans to make thejast 125 miles of 


his journey, from Marfa to 
Terlingua, in an "Around the 
World" type balloon used in the 
dedication October 10 of London 
Bridge in Arizona. 


There is one motel 
at 


Terlingua, the Casa de Mina. 
There are other overnight ac- 
comodations in the Basin of Big 
Bend National Park, about 35 
miles from Terlingua, and 
several motels and hotels in 
Alpine and Marfa. Several 
hundred chili lovers come in 
campers each year.

City Rejects Tree Farm Proposal, Eyes Plumbing Code 


Corsicana City Commission 


rejected by a 3-2 vote Tuesday a 
lease of lands at Lake Halbert to 
Dallasite Bill Shiels to put in a 
tree farm. 


A motion to approve the lease 


by Commissioner Bob Scott drew, 
support only from Commissioner 
P.D. Fullwood. They saw the 
proposal as an opportunity to 
derive revenue to beautify the 
park areas at the lake and in 
other parks. Shiels proposed as 
payment for a 15-year lease on 25 
acres providing Corsicana with 
7,500 trees which it then could sell 
for whatever revenue they would 
bring. 


Commissioner H. R. Stroube 


Jr., 
who previously had ex- 


pressed belief that Corsicana 
shouldn't get into the tree far- 
ming business, but should retain 
the shorelands for the use and 
enjoyment 
of 
its 
citizens, 


reiterated 
that 
sentiment, 


drawing support from Mayor Sue 
Youngblood and Commissioner 
John Carlock. Stroube advocated 
rehabilitating picnic facilities so 
more use would be made of park 
facilities at the lake. 


A private citizen, Mrs. Roy 


Reese, 1531 W. Cherry, appeared 
to speak against the lease 
proposal, saying Corsicana's 
master 
plan 
called 
for 


development of more parkland, 
not less, and voicing concern that 
insecticides she assumed would 
be used in spraying trees could . 
contaminate the lake's waters, 
an assumption Shiels refuted. 


Joe Atkeisson submitted 
a 


written proposal concerning his 
oral proposal made Oct. 5 seeking 
a lease on much of the lakeshore 
land to construct and operate a 
municipal golf course. Mayor 
Youngblood informed Atkeisson 
his proposal would be placed on 
the agenda for consideration at 
the Nov. 3 meeting. The interval 
being to allow time for study. 


C o m m i s s i o n e r s 
g a v e 


preliminary approval of adoption 
of a new plumbing code with a 
stipulation that a provision af- 
fecting installation of sprinkler 
systems be amended. 


Delma Ware whose function as 


Building Official includes that of 
being plumbing inspector, said 
the new code contained one 
feature in which some con- 
troversy existed, dealing with 
installation of lawn sprinkling 
systems by master plumbers 
licensed by the state, and a new 
requirement 
that 
an 
anti- 


siphoning valve device be in- 
stalled to prevent polluted water 
from being sucked back into a 
city water main. 


Ware explained that .shortly 


after 
becoming Corsicana's 


plumbing inspector in November, 
1970, the.need had become ap- 
parent to him that Corsicana's 16- 
year-old 
present 
ordinance 


needed to be updated. Ware said 
thg proposed new plumbing code, 
endorsed by him and some nine 
local plumbing contractors, had 
first been drafted in 1969 by the 
Texas Municipal League, revised 
each year since, and had been 
adopted by approximately 100 
Texas cities. 


Ware said Corsicana's old code 


required that permits be obtained 
from the city to install lawn 
sprinkler systems, but made no 
requirement 
for 
the 
anti- 


siphoning device to be installed, 
or that this be done by a licensed 
plumber as the new code. He said 
in advocating adoption of the new 
code neither lie nor the plumbing 
contractors were trying to put 
lawn sprinkling contractors out 
of business; the code permits 
them to be installed under the 
homestead 
provision 
by 
a 


homeowner doing his own work 
on,.his own home, by licensed 
plumber or appliance dealer. 


Commissioner H. R. Stroube 


said he could understand the need 
for 
an 
anti-siphoning device 


being installed, as lie had been 
convinced of this need by former 
Inspector Ray Bass when he had 
Ills yard system installed, but 
cgiildn't see requiring that only a 
licensed master plumber could 
install the system. 


Commissioner John Carlock 


ascertained from questioning 
Ware that his interpretation of 
the code was a person installing a 
system would either have to be a 
plumber or appliance dealer or 
private homeowner putting in.his 
own system. 


Commissioner Stroube moved 


that the new code be amended to 
require only that the anti- 
siphoning device be installed by a 
licensed plumber who would then 
certify this to the plumbing in- 
spector and the sprinkler system 
contractor actually installing the 
system. 


A sprinkler system contractor, 


Walter Johnson, appeared to tell 
the Commission he had no 
quarrel 
with 
the 
code's 


requirement 
for 
the 
anti- 


siphoning device, nor any quarrel 
with the requirement to obtain a 
city fee-paid permit and undergo 
inspection. 
He 
said 
the 


requirement 
that 
the 
anti- 


siphoning device be installed at a 
height higher than the highest 
sprinkler head in the system 
could pose a hardship as this 


detracted from a lawn's ap- 
pearance when people put in such 
systems to beautify and make 
their yards attractive. Too, he 
pointed out that the extended 
height 
made 
them 
more 


susceptible to be knocked off, 
unless they could be located in a 
concealed area. He noted the 
code required the device be 
placed between the city water 
service main and the first head. 


Johnson said he had just 


returned from a sprinkler system 
contractors meeting in Houston 
at which 88 contractors were 


represented 
and 
they 
were 


seeking enactment of legislation 
to have state licensing. He added 
he only knew of two other Texas 
cities 
presently 
requiring 


sprinkler systems be installed by 
licensed plumbers. 


Curtis Dunbar, 717 E. 16th 


Ave., appealed to the Com- 
mission to grant him a house 
moving permit which had been 
denied by Building Official Ware. 
Dunbar said he had been a 
carpenter 27 years and although 
the structure was a box house (no 
interior wall studs) with an at- 


tachment, he believed he could 
brace the house and move it 
without breaking apart. Ware 
informed the Commission he had 
denied Dunbar a moving permit 
because in his opinion it would 
not stand the move, it would 
break up, or become so shaky it 
couldn't be rehabilitated. Asked 
by city officials under what 
circumstances he (Ware) would 
issue a permit allowing the house 
to be moved, Ware said he would 
grant a permit if the house were 
to be moved completely out of 
town, 
or 
if 
Dunbar 
gave 


assurances 
by 
affidavit 
or 


written contractural agreement 
he would wall in the house and 
meet 
all 
housing 
standard 


requirements set forth by Cor- 
sicana's codes. 


Commissioner P. D. Fullwood 


then moved the Commission 
sustain Ware in his findings. 


City Manager Brockman asked 


for and received Commission 
approval for a radio antenna 
tower to be located in Southwest 
Park as requested by the Heart of 
Texas Council of Governments 
for the new 
communications 


network with which Corsicana 
will be affiliated and will obtain 
equipment 75 per cent federally 
funded. 


United Fund President Jim 


Stephenson appeared before the 
Commission to publicly com- 
mend municipal employes for the 
exemplary manner in which they 
had tipped their UF 
giving. 


Stephenson said the city em- 
ployes increased their giving by 
600 per cent this year, raising 
their per capita average gift to 
$8.40 or an increase of $6.43 over 
their 1970 .giving level. 


"We in the United Fund are 


extremely grateful for what the 
city employes have done and just 
wish more people over the county 
would do this good," President 
Stephenson said. 


Mayor Youngblood said all the 


Commission was pleased and she 
felt the credit should go largely to 
City Manager Brockman and the 
department heads for this fine 
showing.

such memberships are reflected 
with family memberships. 


Williamson reported work 


about to commence on correction 
of plumbing problems dating to 
construction of the building, with 
funds already in escrow from the 
architect and general contractor 
to guarantee payment. Members 
of the building committee will 
enlist the aid of construction

board. 


Jim Stephenson suggested a

City Commission 
To Hear from TRA 


Corsicana city officials expect 


representatives from the Trinity 
River Authority to be on hand at 
Tuesday's City Commission 
meeting to continue a discussion 
on how the city wants to finance 
improvements and enlargement 
of the sewer, plant. 


The city has under con- 


sideration options to contract 
with TRA to handle construction, 
maintenance and operation of the 
plant; or contracting with TRA to 
handle construction and the city 
then maintaining and operating 
the plant or Corsicana, on its own 
through a federal grant, loan 
from the state and a local bond 
issue 
financing 
the 
im- 


provements. 


Also on the agenda are a report 


with recommendations from the 
Industrial Foundation con- 
cerning installing of a larger 
water line from Lake Halbert to 
improve service to the E. Hwy 31 
industrial district and east 
residential area of town; con- 
sideration of a new plumbing 
code ordinance endorsed by the 
plumbing inspector and plum- 
bing contractors. 


City officials also are due to 


consider whether or not it will 
enter into a lease with a Dallas 
man who wants to put in a tree 
farm on land bordering Lake 
Halbert. He proposes as payment 
providing the city with 7,500 trees 
he would raise over the 15-year 
lease period. 


up as high as it climbed in 1971, 
Bullard revealed. 


"By the same token, .we had a 


tremendous increase in requests 
for Friends of Youth mem- 
berships, and although the 
membership fee is small, $20 a 
year, there are a lot of youngsters 
in the county who can not afford 
it," Bullard said.

It will be used 
toward our Friend of Youth 
program and I hope your supper 


is a huge success because the Y 
will benefit from it." 


Acknowledging that statistics 


are dull, Bullard screened for the 
club a series of slides depicting 
some, not all, the Y program 
activities so as he put it "you can 
get an over view". Illustrated 
were action shots on the football 
field of the Gra-Y program in- 
volving 225 boys on 11 teams and 
26 volunteer coaches; the Y In- 
dian Guides, father and son 
program for boys six, seven and 
eight, to spend time twice 
monthly identifying with their 
fathers; clinics for young girls in 
cheer leading for Gra-Y teams, 
girls baton twirling, boys golf 
clinic, handicraft for younger 
boys and girls, game lobby ac- 
tivities—pool and ping pong; 
swimming, in which 411 were 
enrolled mis past summer in 
classes which ran from 8:45 a.m. 
through 5:45 p.m.; family swims, 
NJC held swimming instruction 
classes conducted in the Y pool, 
men's organized volley ball, day 
camp summer activities at Camp 
Fleming, Junior Tri-Hi Y for girls 
and Tri-Hi-Y boys participating 
in the "youth in government" 
four day model legislature in 
Austin. 


Bullard recalled to the club 


that in 1966, the Navarro Com- 
munity Foundation, long a friend 
of the YMCA, gave a matching 
grant of up to $266,000 toward the 
new 
building.

acknowledging this and honoring 
those individuals who made 
substantial gifts of $350 up are 
mounted in public display in the 
foyer. Bullard reported that 
recently the Foundation had 
made another substantial gift 
which would be used to complete 
the building of various features 
which of necessity had to be 
omitted at time of original 
construction.
